ECLIPSES  FOR  THE  YEAR  1903. 

In  the  year  1903,  there  will  be  four  eclipses;  two  of  the  Sun  and  two  of  the  Moon,  as  follows: 

1.  An  annular  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  March  28,  not  visible  in  this  country;  but  visible  in  Asia,  on  the  North  Pacific  Ocean  and 

in  Alaska.  „  ,  . 

2.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Moon,  April  11;  visible  in  the  United  States,  in  Europe,  Africa,  South  America,  and  in  the  western  part 
of  Asia. 

The  times  of  the  eclipse,  expressed  in  Eastern  Standard  Time,  are  as  follows: 

Eclipse  begins  April  11,  5  hours,  34  minutes,  p.  m.  Middle  of  Eclipse  April  11,  7  hours,  13  minutes,  p.  m. 

Eclipse  ends  “  11,  8  “  52  “  p.  m.  Magnitude  of  eclipse,  0.97  (Moon’s  diameter,  1.00) 

3.  A  total  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Sept.  20-21;  not  visible  in  the  United  States,  but  visible  in  South  East  Africa  and  on  the  Indian  Ocean. 

4.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Moon,  October  6;  not  visible  in  the  United  States,  but  visible  in  Africa,  eastern  part  of  Europe,  and  on

THREE  PENNSYLVANIA  SUPERINTENDENTS  OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION— MINISTERS  OF  THE 

REFORMED  CHURCH. 


REFORMED  ALMANACS. 


THE  first  English  almanac  for  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States  was  issued  in 
1864.  Its  editor  was  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  Har- 
baugh,  the  literary  genius  of  the  Reformed  Church. 
He  published  five  issues,  and  then  handed  the  work 
over  to  others.  He  used  the  almanac,  as  he  used 
eyery  other  means  at  hand,  for  the  education  of  the 
people  of  the  Church  he  loved  and  served  so  well. 
Previous  to  1864  the  only  almanac  in  the  Church 
was  a  German  one  published  in  Cleveland.  The 
Western  Almanac,  now  issued  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  was 
first  published  in  1873. 


THE  REFORMED  CHURCH  AND  THE  PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS. 


Our  forefathers  built  the  church  and  the  school 
house  side  by  side.  They  believed  in  an  educated 
ministry  and  in  an  educated  laity  as  well.  And  it 
was  very  natural  that  the  first  movement  for  an  or¬ 
ganized  system  of  public  schools  proceeded  from 
people  who  believed  in  an  educated  ministry  as  over 
against  the  people  of  the  sects  who  opposed  a  learn¬ 
ed  clergy.  Michael  Schlatter,  a  Reformed  preacher 
was  the  first  superintendent  of  public  instruction  in 
Pennsylvania.  Since  then  two  distinguished  min¬ 
isters  of  the  Reformed  Church  have  occupied  this 
office.  The  present  superintendent,  who  has  a  State 


and  National  reputation  as  an  educator,  Rev.  Dr.  N. 
C.  Schaeffer,  is  everywhere  acknowledged  as  a  leader 
in  educational  work.  Of  Rev.  Dr.  Higbee,  honored 
throughout  the  Reformed  Church,  it  may  be  said 
that  no  man  ever  more  strongly  influenced  the  minds 
of  the  teachers  of  a  State  than  he. 


THE  CONDITION  AND  PROGRESS  OF  THE 
CHURCH  IN  1902. 


During  last  year  nothing  occurred  to  mar  the 
unity  and  peace  of  the  Church.  There  is,  as 
there  always  must  be,  diversity  in  theological 
opinions  and  in  Church  customs.  The  spirit  of  the 
Reformed  Church  permits  liberty  in  these  directions. 
At  the  same  time  the  church  has  never  come  nearer 
to  unity  and  concord  in  charitable  and  general  be¬ 
nevolent  work.  The  receipts  last  year  for  Home 
Missions  amounted  to  about  $60,000,  which  was 
$10,000  more  than  the  previous  year;  whilst  the  re¬ 
ceipts  for  Foreign  Missions  were  $47,710,  about 
$11,000  more  than  the  year  before.  There  were  last 
year  11,929  confirmations.  There  were  reported  200 
students  for  the  ministry.  $270,000  were  contributed 
for  benevolent  objects,  and  $1,353,211  for  congrega¬ 
tional  purposes.  The  members  of  the  Reformed 
Church  have  every  reason  to  be  encouraged  with  the 
present  outlook.  They  are  at  present  face  to  face 
with  great  opportunities.  May  they  have  grace  to 
meet  them  like  true  children  of  God.

DEACONESS  HOME  AND  HOSPITAL,  ALLIANCE,  0. 


THE  REFORMED  DEACONESS  HOME  AND  HOS¬ 
PITAL,  ALLIANCE,  OHIO. 


THIS  Association  was  organized  January  20tli, 
1900,  and  began  active  work  with  the  dawn  of 
the  20th  century.  Suitable  property  was  se¬ 
cured  at  very  reasonable  terms.  Owing  to  the 
growth  of  the  work  the  third  story  had  to  be  occu¬ 
pied.  This  is  not  yet  completed  because  of  lack  of 
funds  for  this  purpose. 

The  primary  aim  is  to  have  a  good  training  school 
for  Deaconesses  and  nurses  for  the  English  portion 
of  our  Church.  A  thorough  course  in  Deaconess 
work  and  nursing  has  been  provided.  There  are  six 
who  are  now  taking  the  training. 

At  present  there  are  practically  three  institutions 
under  one  roof :  Deaconess  Home,  Hospital  and 
Training  School. 

The  Hospital  admitted  over  a  hundred  patients 
last  year,  which  was  its  first  year,  and  according  to 


present  record  will  care  for  over  two  hundred  this 
year. 

The  institution  has  received  the  official  endorse¬ 
ments  of  the  Eastern  Ohio  Classis,  in  whose  bounds 
it  is  located,  the  Ohio  Synod,  and  the  General  Synod 
at  its  last  meeting  unanimously  passed  the  follow¬ 
ing:  aWe  therefore  heartily  commend  this  work  of 
Deaconesses  to  all  the  Classes  and  consistories  and 
request  their  earnest  prayers  and  support  for  the 
cause.  ’ 1 

The  institution  is  supported  by  voluntary  offer¬ 
ings  and  membership  dues.  The  need  for  financial 
aid  is  still  urgent.  Applications  from  those  willing 
to  become  Deaconesses  are  solicited.

GRACE  MEMORIAL  REFORMED  CHURCH, 
WASHINGTON,  D.  C. 


On  the  cover  of  this  almanac  will  be  found  a 
cut  of  the  new  Grace  Memorial  Reformed  church, 


Washington,  D.  C.,  of  which  Rev.  Dr.  J.  M.  Schick 
is  pastor,  and  where  President  Roosevelt  attends 
services.  Toward  the  erection  of  this  church  many 
of  our  Reformed  people  have  contributed. 

The  style  of  architecture  is  16th  century  Ger¬ 
man  Gothic.  It  is  built  of  Cleveland  Lower  Canon 
greystone.  The  dimensions  are  52  by  72  feet.  The 
seating  capacity  is  550.  The  interior  will  be  finished 
in  red  birch,  mahogany  finish.  The  ceiling  is  vaulted 
and  finished  in  wood.  There  is  a  gallery  across  the 
front  of  the  room.  The  chancel  furniture,  made  of 
mahogany,  will  be  donated  as  a  memorial.  The 
stained  glass  windows  will  also  be  memorials.  The 
cost  of  the  finished  structure  is  $40,000.  The  cor¬ 
nerstone  was  laid  with  appropriate  ceremony  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  July  1,  1902.  The 
church  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  service  early 

in  1903.  - -

OUR  BOHEMIAN  MISSIONARIES. 


WORK  AMONG  THE  BOHEMIANS. 


THERE  is  a  large  Bohemian  population  in  the 
United  States.  In  Chicago  alone  there  are 
89,000.  The  Reformed  Church  has  a  mission 
here  in  charge  of  Rev.  James  Dudycha.  The  Board 
owns  a  lot  on  which  a  church  should  be  built  at  once. 
In  Cleveland,  Ohio,  there  are  45,000  Bohemians.  The 
pastor  of  our  mission  among  them  is  Rev.  Anthony 
Korbel.  It  occupies  a  church  erected  at  a  cost  of 
$4,800.  It  was  dedicated  in  1899.  As  a  church  we 
owe  a  duty  to  these  Bohemian  brethren.  They  de¬ 
serve  our  help.  They  come  from  a  Reformed  land. 
We  should  save  them  for  the  Church  and  the  State 
from  rationalism.  The  effort  of  the  Church  in  this 
work  should  be  greatly  increased  without  delay. 


WEST  OF  THE  ALLEGHENIES. 


The  time  was  when  the  Reformed  Church  con¬ 
sisted  of  congregations  east  of  the  Alleghenies, 
and  it  was  said  that  it  would  likely  never  pass 
these  limits.  Those  who  talked  of  missions  in 
Western  Pennsylvania  and  in  Ohio  were  thought  to 
be  altogether  visionary  in  their  views.  But  the 
Church  has  long  since  crossed  the  mountains,  and 
now  the  Church  in  Western  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  and 
beyond,  together  with  their  colleges,  orphanages, 


deaconess  houses  and  numerous  missions  are  counted 
among  the  choice  treasures  of  the  Church.  It  is  not 
safe  to  set  a  limit  and  say,  So  far  and  no  farther 
the  church  shall  extend.  An  object  lesson  in  church 
expansion  will  be  found  in  the  pictures  of  mission 
churches  found  at  the  foot  of  the  twelve  calendar 
pages— all  of  them  located  wrest  of  the  Alleghenies. 


LOYALTY  TO  THE  BOARDS. 


In  the  Church,  as  in  the  State,  we  save  time  and 
expense,  and  make  progress  by  a  division  of  labor. 
We  cannot  do  everything  for  ourselves.  Some  things 
must  be  done  through  our  representatives.  In  this 
way  we  come  to  have  an  organization  and  offices.  We 
elect  men  to  do  certain  things  in  which  we  are  all 
interested,  but  to  which  we  can  not  attend  ourselves. 
The  men  on  our  Church  Boards  are  elected  by  our 
representatives.  They  are  therefore  our  agents.  They 
are  doing  our  work.  It  is  little  enough  that  we 
should  pray  for  them,  and  pay  to  them  enough  to 
carry  on  the  work  we  have  committed  to  their  care. 


— The  church  should  be  well  ventilated  before  each 
service.  Stale  and  poisoned  air  spoils  many  a 
church  service.  It  saps  the  vigor  of  the  preacher, 
and  makes  the  hearers  dull  and  heavy.

WORK  AMONG  THE  HUNGARIANS. 


NO  work  undertaken  by  the  Reformed  Church  is 
more  important  or  more  promising  than  that 
among  the  large  Hungarian  population  now 
widely  scattered  in  great  numbers  all  over  the  land. 
In  this  country,  as  in  Europe,  many  of  these  people 
are  Catholics.  The  membership  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  Hungary  numbers  two  million.  The  Pro¬ 
testant  Hungarians  in  America  are  almost  without 
exception,  members  of  the  Reformed  Church.  They 
prefer  their  own  church,  and  look  to  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States  for  aid  and  supervision. 
They  are  grateful  for  all  help  given  them,  but  they 
always  show  a  most  commendable  desire  to  help 
themselves.  The  Church  is  at  the  present  time  con¬ 
tributing  about  $5,000  annually  to  this  work,  not  a 
half  of  what  should  be  given.  We  have  at  present 
missions  at  Chicago,  East  Toledo,  Cleveland,  Pitts¬ 
burg,  Johnstown,  Phcenixville,  Trenton,  New  York, 
South  Norwalk  and  Bridgeport.  The  portraits  of 
our  Hungarian  missionaries  show  them  to  be  well 
educated,  fine-looking  men.  Three  new  men  are  now 
on  their  way  to  this  country.  From  time  to  time,  in 


!  the  near  future,  still  other  Hungarian  pastors  must 
!  be  secured  for  this  growing  work.  The  Church  must 
not  neglect  the  golden  opportunity  now  open  to  her 
along  the  lines  pointed  out  by  providence. 


FOUNDING  NEW  MISSIONS. 


There  are  quite  a  number  of  places  where  new  Re¬ 
formed  churches  could  be  established,  and  do  excel¬ 
lent  work  for  the  Lord.  But  the  Mission  Board  is 
hampered  for  lack  of  funds.  Why  then  not  do  some 
specialization  in  Home  Mission  work?  Why  can  not 
some  large  and  well-to-do  congregations  each  propose 
to  take  under  its  care  a  new  mission,  and  support  it 
for  a  number  of  years?  The  effect  on  the  old  con¬ 
gregation  would  be  healthy,  and  the  encouragement 
given  to  the  cause  of  missions  would  be  stimulating.

The  Girls’  School  at  Sendai,  Japan,  suffered  a 


great  loss  in  the  destruction  of  its  building  by  fire 
on  March  8,  1902.  There  wTere  forty  girls,  three 
teachers  and  a  matron  in  the  building,  but  happily 
no  lives  were  lost.  The  school  disbanded  for  one 
month,  and  then  was  reopened  in  rented  quarters. 

The  buildings  were  insured  for  $5,00.  Already 
many  churches,  societies  and  individuals  have  made 
their  contributions  for  a  new  and  enlarged  girls’ 
school  at  Sendai,  and  during  this  year  every  con¬ 
gregation,  Sunday-school  and  society  that  has  not 
yet  contributed  should  do  so.

The  plans  for  this  noble  institution  have  been  slow 
in  maturing,  but  the  purpose  is  to  erect  two  build¬ 
ings,  a  Recitation  Hall,  as  a  memorial  to  Christine 
Elizabeth  Faust,  and  the  other  a  large  dormitory,  for 
the  proper  housing  of  the  students.  The  Church  is 
responding  very  liberally  for  the  new  buildings,  and 
we  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  latter  will  surpass 
in  convenience  the  former  structure.

THE  history  of  Grace 
Church  is  a  demon- 
«tration  that  missions 
in  the  cities  pay.  The  first 
church  building  of  this  con¬ 
gregation  cost  $16,000,  of 
which  amount  the  Church  at 
large  paid  $6,000.  But  dur¬ 
ing  Dr.  Prugh 's  pastorate 
alone,  the  congregation  has 
contributed  over  $200,000 
for  the  support  of  the 
Church  and  her  institutions 
and  the  spread  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel,  repaying  by  many  fold, 
what  the  Church  at  large 
contributed  to  it  nearly  fifty 
years  ago.  And  the  pastors 
of  Grace  church,  and  mem¬ 
bership,  helped  to  make  pos¬ 
sible  St.  Paul's,  St.  Mark's, 

Trinity,  St.  Luke's,  Calvary;  First,  McKeesport; 
First  Hungarian,  Trinity,  New  Kensington;  Grace, 
Duquesne;  First,  Pitcairn;  First,  Homestead,  and 
the  recently  organized  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Alle¬ 
gheny,  all  Reformed  congregations  of  Pittsburg  and 
vicinity. 

Because  of  the  encroachments  of  the  business  in¬ 
terests  of  Pittsburg,  the  congregation  has  re-located 
its  church  edifice.  Two  years  ago  a  fine  site  was  se¬ 
cured  near  Schenley  Park,  at  a  cash  price  of  $14,000. 
A  year  ago  the  old  property  was  sold  for  $50,000 
and  a  beautiful  structure  of  low  English  Gothic 
style  of  architecture  has-been  erected,  representing 
an  outlay,  including  cost  of  site,  building,  furnish¬ 
ings  and  organ,  of  about  $90,000.  The  new  church 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  this  winter.

set  apart  as  a  memorial  gift;  if  there  are  no  chil¬ 
dren,  at  least  one-half  may  be  properly  left  to  the 
Church. 

If  through  negligence  a  will  has  not  been  made 
thirty  days  before  the  expected  end,  change  the  will, 
and  leave  the  sum  intended  for  the  Church  to  some 
trusted  friend,  without  conditions  expressed  in  the 
will. 


—  The  Germans  in  America  have  always  been  loyal 
and  patriotic.  The  Pennsylvania-Germans  during 
the  Revolutionary  War  took  grain  from  Lehigh  and 
Berks  counties  to  Valley  Forge  for  Washington  and 
his  starving  troops  while  people  around  Philadelphia 
sold  their  wheat  to  British  soldiers  for  British  gold. 

—In  1730  the  number  of  Reformed  people  in 
America  was  about  15,000 — more  than  one-half  of 
the  Germans  then  in  this  country. 


—  The  system  of  raising  church  moneys  by  appor¬ 
tionment  has  been  found  to  work  better  than  any 
other  method  yet  discovered.  It  fixes  a  reasonable 
sum  wThich  each  church  should  pay.  The  sum  set  is 
the  low-water  mark  of  benevolence.  Above  it  there 
is  abundant  room  for  freedom  and  unlimited 
liberality.

THE  NEW  REFORMED  CHURCH  AT  LATROBE. 


THIS  fine  church,  an  ornament  to  the  town  and 
a  monument  to  the  faith  and  energy  of  the 
pastor  and  people,  erected  at  a  cost  of 
$32,000,  including  the  price  of  the  lot,  was  dedicated 
June  15,  1902.

OBITUARIES. 


REV.  JOHN  VOGELIN  entered  the  ministry  in  1869.  His 
last  charge  was  St.  John’s  in  Frankford,  Philadelphia,  Pa. 
Ill  health  compelled  his  retirement  from  the  ministry  several 
years  before  his  death,  which  occurred  in  Germantown,  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Pa.,  September  15th,  1901,  in  his  63d  year. 

REV.  JOHN  A.  PETERS,  D.D.,  was  born  in  Hagerstown, 
Md.,  January  25th,  1832,  and  died  in  Tiffin,  O.,  September 
28th,  1901.  He  graduated  from  Franklin  and  Marshall  Col¬ 
lege  in  1857.  In  1862  the  same  college  gave  him  the  degree 
of  A.M. ;  and  in  1887  Heidelberg  College  bestowed  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Divinity.  From  1857  to  1859  he  was  Principal 
of  Irvin  Academy  in  Pennsylvania ;  from  1859  to  1861  he  was 
tutor  in  Latin  and  Mathematics  in  Mt.  Washington  College 
in  Maryland;  from  1861  to  1864  he  studied  Theology.  Licensed 
by  Maryland  Classis  in  1862  and  ordained  by  Westmoreland 
Classis  in  1864,  he  was  pastor  at  Mt.  Pleasant  Pa.,  1864  to 
1869;  at  Carlisle,  Pa.,  1869  to  1870;  tutor  in  Franklin  and 
Marshall  College  1870  to  1871;  pastor  at  Alexandria,  Pa., 


1871  to  1878;  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  1878  to  1884;  and  at  Dan¬ 
ville,  Pa.,  1884  to  1891,  when  he  became  President  of  the 
Literary  Department  of  Heidelberg  University,  occupying  the 
Chair  of  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy  and  Evidences  of 
Christianity  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  married, 
October  20th,  1864,  to  Miss  Roberta  George,  of  Virginia,  who 
died  April  5th,  1871;  and  on  February  11th,  1880,  to  Miss 
Mary  H.  Harnish,  of  Huntingdon  county,  Pa.,  who  with  six 
sons  survives  him.  In  1877  he  was  President  of  Potopajac 
Synod;  in  1885  of  the  Eastern  Synod;  in  1896,  of  the  General 
Synod.  He  served  eight  years  on  the  Tri-synodic  Board  of 
Home  Missions  and  nearly  twenty-one  years  on  the  General 
Synod’s  Board  of  Home  Missions.  Of  the  latter  body  he  was 
President  from  March,  1885,  to  May,  1899,  when  he  declined 
re-election. 

REV.  DANIEL  N.  FRANTZ  was  born  in  Tylerville,  Pa., 
December  22d,  1861,  and  went  with  his  parents  to  Illinois 
in  1865.

REV.  JOHN  WILLIAM  EBBINGHAUS  was  born  in  Potts- 
darn,  Germany,  December  11th,  1838.  In  1858  he  entered  the 
Rauhe  Haus  at  Hamburg,  Germany,  an  institution  for  mis¬ 
sionary  work,  where  he  taught  and  studied  under  Dr.  Wich- 
ern.  Two  years  later  he  was  appointed  city  missionary  in 
Berlin,  where  at  the  same  time  he  studied  theology  under 
Dr.  Oldenberg.  In  1862  he  was  sent  to  Zelienople,  Pa  as 
missionary,  serving  a  year  and  a  half  as  assistant  teacher  in 
the  Orphan  Home  founded  by  Rev.  Dr.  Passavant.  In  the 
fall  of  1863  he  entered  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Mer- 
fn F i P«;  ®PePt  two  years.  He  was  ordained 

in  1865  by  St.  Paul’s  Classis.  His  first  charge  was  Cham- 
bersburg,  Pa.;  his  second  Titusville,  Pa.;  his  third  Mead- 
u/  }n  1867  he  organized  the  First  Reformed  church 
M*Ti^hingJ;0n’  After  four  years»  M  health  compelled 

his  resignation.  After  resting  six  months,  he  served  Brady’s 
a  time,  and  in  1871  accepted  a  call  to  Pitts- 
After  four  years,  he  again  returned  to  the  church 
in  Washington,  D.  C.,  which  he  served  five  years.

REV.  AMBROSE  CARL  GEARY  was  born  near  Blue  Bell 
Pa.,  February  1st,  1844,  and  died  suddenly  at  Fishertown 
Pa.,  December  7th,  1901.  He  was  baptized  by  Rev  Dr 
Daniel  Weiser,  and  on  April  17th,  1859,  by  him  also  con 
firmed.  After  the  schooling  of  his  boyhood,  he  learned  th< 
occupation  of  a  miller.  In  1862  he  entered  the  Freshmar 
Class  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  graduating  in  1867 
After  three  years  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Mercers 
burg,  Pa.,  he  was  licensed  by  the  Classis  of  Virginia,  Maj 
21st,  1870,  and  ordained  by  Westmoreland  Classis.  Marcl 
14th,  1871,  to  take  charge  of  Dale  City  mission  in  Somersei 
county.  Pa.,  where  he  labored  about  a  year,  in  January 
1872,  going  to  St.  Clairsville,  Pa.,  where  he  labored  thre( 
years.  In  September,  1874,  he  removed  to  Martinsburg,  Pa 
where  he  spent  about  two  years,  removing  to  Keedysville 
Md.,  in  November  1876.  In  1887  he  accepted  a  call  to  Fair 
field,  Pa.,  resigning  in  1892  and  removing  to  Charlesville 
Pa.,  which  he  served  several  years.  After  some  years  oi 
quietness  he  removed  to  Fisherville,  Pa.,  where  he  ended  his 
earthly  labors.  June  22d,  1871,  he  married  Miss  Lizzie  H 
xiuytt,  or  Huntingdon  county,  Pa.,  who  survives  him.  Ai 
only  child,  Anna  Bessie,  born  in  1873,  died  in  1880. 


REV.  TOBIAS  KESSLER  was  born  in  Switzerland,  came 
to  America  when  a  boy,  was  educated  in  Allentown,  Pa., 
where  he  taught  school  and  for  a  time  was  employed  in  a 
bank.  He  studied  for  the  ministry  under  several  Reformed 
pastors,  and  at  length  was  licensed  and  ordained.  His  first 
charge  was  at  Leesport,  Pa.,  and  his  last  at  Jonestown,  Pa., 
where  failing  health  required  him  to  quit  the  active  min¬ 
istry.  He  returned  to  Allentown,  where  he  spent  his  re¬ 
maining  years  as  a  bookkeeper.  On  the  evening  of  December 
23d,  1901,  on  his  way  to  his  home  near  the  city,  he  with 
five  others  was  killed  in  a  trolley  accident,  in  his  sixty- 
second  year.  His  first  wife  was  a  Miss  Rhodes.  His  second 
wife  nee  Krall,  of  Lebanon,  Pa.,  and  four  children  survive 
him, 


REV.  ELIAS  D.  SHOEMAKER  was  born  in  Friend’s  Cove, 
Bedford  county,  Pa.,  June  29th,  1829,  and  died  in  Philadel¬ 
phia,  Pa.,  February  7th,  1902.  Baptized  by  Rev.  David 
Deneus,  he  at  fifteen  was  confirmed  by  Rev.  Matthew  Irvine. 
After  two  years  at  college,  he  entered  the  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  graduating  in  1860.  His  first 
public  worx  was  two  years  in  Armstrong  county,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania;  his  second  at  Latrobe,  Pa.,  for  three  years;  after 
three  years  of  rest  and  medical  treatment,  he  in  1870  moved 
to  Pattonville  (now  Loysburg),  Pa.,  where  he  preached  four 
years.  Owing  to  ill  health,  this  was  his  last  charge.  For 
some  years  he  engaged  in  business  in  Bedford,  Pa.  In  1891 
he  removed  to  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

REV.  DR.  RUDOLPH  DUENGER  at  his  death  was  the 
oldest  minister  in  our  Church.  He  was  born  in  Stuttgart, 
Germany,  January  31st  1808,  and  died  in  Ashland,  Pa., 
March  16th,  1902.  Educated  in  Germany,  he  came  to  America 
as  a  licentiate  in  1832.  For  about  two  years  he  assisted 
Rev.  Christian  Berenz  in  Huntingdon  county,  Pennsylvania, 
and  in  183^  he  became  pastor  of  the  Fannettsburg  charge, 
from  which  he  moved  to  Northumberland  county,  where  he 
spent  seventeen  years.  In  1856  he  organized  the  congrega¬ 
tion  at  Ashland,  Pa.,  which  he  served  for  thirty-five  years, 
when  in  1891  age  compelled  him  to  cease  his  ministry. 

REV.  DR.  JOHN  H.  KLEIN  was  born  in  Germany,  January 
13th,  1829,  and  died  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  April  5th,  1902.  He 
came  to  America  in  1849.  He  entered  the  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary  at  Tiffin,  O.,  in  1851,  and  was  ordained  in  1854.  His 
public  life  was  two  years  at  Black  Swamp,  O. ;  thirteen  years 
in  Fort  Wayne,  Ind. ;  two  years  as  Professor  of  Theology  in 
the  Mission  House  at  Franklin,  Wis. ;  eight  years  in  Louis¬ 
ville,  Ky. ;  and  ten  years  in  Gallon,  O.,  which  was  his  last 
charge. 

REV.  DR.  JOSEPH  H.  APPLE  died  in  Saegerstown,  Pa., 
May  22d,  1902,  'aged  seventy-seven  years  and  one  day.  He 
was  born  near  Easton,  Pa.  He  received  his  theological  train¬ 
ing  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.  He  was  a  born  teacher,  and  much 
of  his  life  was  spent  in  schools,  notably  nine  years  in 
Clarion  Collegiate  Institute,  Rimersburg,  Pa.  He  was  pastor 
at  Hamburg,  Pa.,  Rimersburg,  Pa..  Germantown,  O.,  Saegers¬ 
town,  Pa.,  and  at  Friend’s  Cove,  Pa. 

REV.  LOUIS  MARTIN  WEISS  was  born  in  Wiirtemberg, 
Germany,  May  2d,  1866,  and  died  in  New  Bedford,  O.,  July 
27th,  3902,  in  his  thirty-seventh  year.  From  his  native  land 
he  came  to  Akron,  O.,  in  1880,  uniting  with  the  Reformed 
church  there  under  Rev.  Dr.  Jacob  Dahlman.  He  began  his 
preparation  for  the  ministry  in  Calvin  College,  but  soon 
went  to  the  Mission  House  at  Sheboygan,  Wis.,  and  finished 
it  in  a  Presbyterian  Seminary  in  Texas  for  the  benefit  of 
the  climate.  After  serving  a  Presbyterian  congregation  in 
Texas  for  several  years,  he  in  1894  took  the  Reformed 
church  at  Bellaire,  O.,  where  he  ended  his  days.  For  some 
time  he  was  Stated  Clerk  of  St.  John’s  Classis.  In  1889  he 
married  Miss  Clara  Dueble,  of  Canton,  O.,  who  with  five  chil¬ 
dren  survives  him. 

REV.  WALTER.  W.  SHRIVER.— He  died  at  Las  Vegas, 
N.  M.,  August  11,  1902,  in  his  twenty-ninth  year.  He  was 
a  graduate  of  Heidelberg  College  (1898)  and  of  the  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  at  Tiffin,  O.  (1901).  His  first  field  was 
Lyons,  Kans.,  which  he  served  about  a  year,  when  he  went 
to  Conesville,  la.  On  February  26th,  1902,  he  married  Miss 
Mabel  A.  Fenneman,  of  Hamilton,  O.  His  health  soon  failed 
and  he  went  to  New  Mexico  for  relief,  and  died  there.  His 
body  was  brought  to  Columbiana,  O.,  for  burial.  There  he 
spent  his  early  years  and  there  he  was  confirmed. 

REV.  GEORGE  P.  HARTZELL  was  born  in  Adams  county, 
Pa.,  January  2,  1845,  and  died  at  Liscomb,  la.,  August  25, 
1902.  In  early  life  he  taught  school,  and  for  six  years  was 
a  miller.  On  October  13,  1867,  he  married  Miss  Elizabeth  C. 
Eppleman,  who  died  May  21,  1902.  Feeling  called  to  the 
ministry,  he  in  1873  entered  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Lan¬ 
caster,  Pa.,  graduating  in  1876.  He  was  ordained  June  21, 
1876,  by  West  Susquehanna  Classis.  He  served  the  following 
charges:  Nittany  Valley,  in  Center  county,  Pa.,  1876  to 

1882;  Augusta,  in  Northumberland  county,  Pa.,  1882  to  1887; 
Orangeville,  Ill.,  1887  to  1890;  Applecreek,  O.,  1890  to  1892; 
Astoria,  Ill.,  1892  to  1900;  and  Liscomb,  la.,  1900  to  the  time 
of  his  death,  a  faithful  ministry  of  twenty-six  years.  He 
was  buried  Orangeville,  Ill, 
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From  September  15,  1901,  to  September  15,  1902.
